WHAT  A  THRILLER ! 


Adelaide  City  4  —  Marconi  4 

Adelaide  City's  hoodoo  over  Marconi  continued  in  Sydney  last  weekend  when 
both  sides  fought  out  a  thrilling  draw. 


Since  the  inception  of  the  Philips  League 
Marconi  has  never  been  able  to  beat  City. 
Tlie  score  so  far  stands  at  three  wins  (4-0 
and  1-0  in  1977  and  4-0  in  1978)  and  two 
draws  (1-1  last  season  and  last  week’s  4-4). 

In  almost  a  repeat  performance  of  the 
Sydney  City  match  a  fortnight  earlier, 
Adelaide  C^ity  overcame  a  1 2th  minute  goal 
from  Marconi’s  Eddie  Krncevic  to  rattle  on 
three  goals  in  a  space  of  six  minutes! 

The  chief  destroyer  in  a  sdntUating  first 
half  was  mercurial  Dixie  Deans  who  netted 
twice  and  laid  on  a  pass  for  Johnny  Nysko- 
hous  to  score. 

Deans’  first  goal  came  in  the  30th  min¬ 
ute  when  he  trapped  a  cross  from  winger 
Chris  Kent  on  his  chest  and  easily  slotted 
the  ball  past  Marconi  keeper  Allan  Maher. 

It  was  vintage  Deans  again  three  minutes 
later  when  he  volleyed  a  superb  cross  from 
Nyskohous.  Deans  repayed  the  compli¬ 
ment  a  minute  later  when  he  headed  a  Jim 
Muir  corner  on  the  far  post  down  to  Nysko¬ 
hous  to  slip  into  the  net. 

City  was  in  full  command  and  continu¬ 
ally  swept  forward,  forcing  the  Marconi 
defence  into  errors. 

Inconsistent  refereeing  from  Sydney’s 


Peter  Rampley  paved  the  way  for  a  Mar¬ 
coni  comeback  shortly  after  the  break. 

Rampley  awarded  a  penalty  in  the  56th 
minute  when  Jim  Muir  was  adjudged  to  have 
pushed  an  opponent  in  an  aerial  duel.  Gary 
Byrne  converted  the  spot  kick  to  make  it 
3-2. 

City  hit  back  when  Deans  started  a  move 
for  Agenoi  Muniz  to  fire  a  fierce  drive  from 
25  metres  that  gave  Maher  no  chance. 

City  seemed  to  be  coasting  to  an  easy 
victory  when  Rampley  awarded  Marconi  a 
dubious  penalty  in  the  78th  minute  after 
Mark  Jankovics  was  ’felled*  in  the  box. 
With  time  running  out  for  Marconi,  Byrne 
made  no  mistake. 

In  the  third  minute  of  injury  dme,  Mar¬ 
coni  managed  to  pull  out  a  face-saving  draw 
when  Bertie  Mariani  weaved  through  the 
City  defence  to  beat  Peter  Marshall. 

Deans  once  again  emerged  in  the  spot¬ 
light  with  his  two  goals,  making  him  the 
cunent  PSL  topscorer  with  six. 

However,  City  was  dealt  a  heavy  blow 
only  nine  minutes  from  the  end  when  de¬ 
fender  Bobby  Russell  was  forced  off  the 
field  with  a  dislocated  shoulder.  He  is 
expected  to  be  out  for  at  least  two  matches.

The  possibility  of  crack  foreign  imports  Kevin  Keegan  and  Alan  Simonsen 
teaming  up  with  the  Hamburger  Sport  Verein  in  German  is  looking  far  more 
than  a  possibility. 

The  diminutive  Dane’s  contract  with  Borussia  Munchengladbach  expires  in  a  couple  of 
months  and  there  is  no  chance  the  contract  will  be  renewed.  Keegan  has  already  expressed 
his  interest  and  Simonsen  says  that  ’it  would  be  an  honour  and  a  pleasure  to  play  with 
Keegan’. 

So  all  that  remains  is  for  the  respective  financiers  to  haggle  over  the  price.  A  figure  of 
200.000  a  year  for  Simonsen  is  being  discussed. 


It  appears  that  not  even  a  change  of  government  or  even  another  series  of  spring  blizzards 
can  save  Chelsea  F.C.  from  the  drop  back  into  the  Second  Division. 

With  only  10  games  sdll  to  play,  Chelsea  arc  firmly  rooted  at  the  foot  of  the  table  with  15 
points,  six  less  than  third  last  Q.P.R.  who  have  played  a  game  more.  On  Thursday  last 
they  slumped  to  one  of  their  worst  defeats  of  the  season  with  a  6-0  hiding  at  Nottingham 
Forest,  with  five  of  the  goals  coming  in  the  second  half.  Chelsea’s  recent  signing,  goal¬ 
keeper  Peter  Barota  from  Yugoslavia  tried  all  he  knew  to  keep  Nottingham  at  bay  with  a 
series  of  superb  saves  but  his  agility  was  not  enough  as  the  brittle  Chelsea  defence  crumbled 
in  the  second  half.  Looked  at  philosophically  it  was  good  target  practice  for  the  Notting¬ 
ham  forwards  in  preparation  for  their  European  Cup  Semi-Final  Qash  next  month  against 
F.C.  Cologne  from  West  Germany. 


It  appears  that  the  press  has  been  upsetting  the  soccer  world  in  various  ways.  In  Spain, 
players  and  officials  of  the  Barcelona  Qub  have  placed  an  embargo  on  the  press  because  of 
repeated  misquoted  incidents  in  newspapers  and  magazines. 

In  Britain,  Brian  Gough,  Manager  of  League  Champions  Nottingham  Forest  has  had  so 
many  clashes  with  reporters  that  he  seldom  gives  interviews  nowadays  for  fear  of  being 
misquoted.  But  Clough,  a  committed  socialist,  doesn’t  hate  all  reporters.  When  28  journal¬ 
ists  on  the  Nottingham  evening  paper  were  dismissed  recently,  Gough  placed  an  immediate 
freeze  on  all  news  to  the  local  paper.

Adelaide  City  Soccer  Gub  extends  a  warm  welcome  to  the  players,  officials  and 
supporters  of  Newcastle  KB  United.  Newcastle  joined  the  Philips  Soccer  league 
at  the  beginning  of  1977  and  although  finishing  11th  they  attracted  a  massive 
109,675  people  to  their  13  home  games  at  the  International  Sports  Centre.  Only 
Adelaide  City  with  99,732  people  in  1977  have  come  close  to  matching  that 
attendance.

DIXIE’S  OUT  TO  PROVE  THEM 
WRONG 

A  year  ago  Dixie  Deans’  chequered 
career  was  at  the  crossroads. 

The  former  Celtic  and  Scottish  inter¬ 
national  was  propped  up  in  a  hospital  bed 
contemplating  his  future. 

What  was  to  be  a  six  month  sojourn  in 
Scotland  after  a  successful  season  for  Adel¬ 
aide  City  in  the  inaugural  Philips  League 
season  turned  to  heartbreak. 

Injuries  from  a  car  accident  left  him 
partially  blind  in  one  eye  and  emotionally 
shaken  ...  yet  he  was  determined  to  prove 
he  wasn’t  finished  as  a  player. 

It  is  a  measure  of  Deans’  tremendous 
fighting  spirit  that  he  returned  to  play  for 
City  midway  through  last  season,  despite 
an  impossible  struggle  to  regain  match 
fitness  and  striking  form. 

Yet  even  down  on  his  luck,  this  likeable 
Scot  remained  the  most  popular  figure  at 
Olympic  Sports  Field,  the  uncrowned  king 
of  Adelaide  City  and  the  one  man  who 
could  spark  a  team  to  great  heights. 

Dixie  is  determined  to  make  1979  his 
year  and  make  former  City  and  now  Mar¬ 
coni  coach  Les  Scheinflug,  eat  his  words. 

i’m  out  to  prove  just  how  wrong  he 
was.  There  were  rumours  going  around 
that  Dixie  Deans  was  blind  and  finished 
as  a  player,’  said  Dixie. 

’Well  my  eyesight  is  as  good  as  ever. 
I’ve  never  been  fitter.  In  fact  1  feel  fan¬ 
tastic,  the  same  way  1  felt  when  I  was  at 
my  peak  with  Celtic. 

‘I’m  not  afraid  to  admit  I’m  32  but  I 
feel  like  1  was  27  again.’ 

Dixie  attributes  his  new-found  enthu¬ 
siasm  to  manager-coach  Rale  Rasic,  whom 
he  rates  as  the  Jock  Stein  of  Australia. 

‘In  Britain  players  called  Jock.  God.  As 
far  as  soccer  goes  in  Australia,  Rale  is  God,’ 
said  Dixie. 

‘Unlike  Scheinflug,  Role  treats  us  like 
his  sons,  just  like  Jock  Stein  did  with 
Celtic.  He’s  a  fantastic  motivator  and  has 
the  respect  of  every  player  in  the  squad.’ 

Dixie’s  determined  to  bag  at  least  20 
goals  this  season  and  finish  six  ahead  of  his 
nearest  rival. 

‘My  game  is  to  score  goals.  It  gives  me 


one  helluva  thrill  to  excite  the  fans  after 
I’ve  scored,’  he  confessed  openly. 

Dixie  was  born  in  Paisley,  Scotland, 
and  began  his  professional  career  with 
Motherwell  in  the  Premier  League  in  1965. 
He  later  moved  to  Celtic  for  six  seasons, 
Luton  Town,  Calao  and  Partrick  Thistle 
before  joining  Adelaide  City  in  1977. 

He  was  capped  twice  for  Scotland  in 
1974  and  has  also  represented  South  Aus¬ 
tralia  in  two  internationals.

When  the  legendary  Sir  Stanley  Matthews  toured  Australia  with  Blackpool  in 
March  1958,  thousands  turned  out  to  watch  the  wizard's  sizzling  ball  skills. 


Although  Matthews  was  well  into  his  40s 
by  then,  he  was  still  a  member  of  the  Eng¬ 
land  team  and  hadn’t  lost  the  awesome  rep¬ 
utation  for  carving  defences  to  pieces. 

It  was  a  reputation  which  was  to  haunt 
young  Juventus  and  Australian  full  back 
Fulvio  Pagan i  up  until  the  moment  he 
faced  Matthews  in  the  international  against 
Blackpool  at  Adelaide  Oval. 

Pagan  i  was  only  a  toddler  of  7  when  he 
first  heard  about  this  remarkable  English¬ 
man.  Now.  many  yeare  later,  there  he  was 
assigned  the  task  of  marking  his  boyhood 
hero! 

Not  only  was  there  a  reputation  to  con¬ 
tend  with,  but  there  was  at  least  20  years 
difference  in  experience  between  them. 

And  what  made  matters  worse  for 
Pagan  i,  he  realised  just  about  everybody 
was  there  anticipating  Matthews  would 
weave  an  humiliating  path  through  the 
Australian  defence. 

Overwhelmed  by  it  all.  Pagan!  became 
a  victim  of  nerves  and  haplessly  watched 
Matthews  systematically  destroy  the  Aus¬ 
tralians*  confidence  in  an  opening  20  min¬ 
ute  burst  of  electrifying  football. 

But  to  the^  chagrin  of  Matthews  and 
Blackpool.  Pagan!  regained  his  composure 
and  effectively  marked  the  star  out  of  the 
game. 

In  a  tightly  contested  struggle  Black¬ 
pool  went  on  to  beat  Australia  1-0,  but  it 


was  Fulvio  Pagan!  who  emerged  the  real 
hero. 

And  just  to  prove  it  wasn’t  Matthews 
having  an  ‘off  day',  Pagan!  repeated  his 
stirring  performance  a  week  later  in  a  re¬ 
turn  match  in  Melbourne! 

'He  really  was  magic;  the  greatest  player 
1  had  ever  come  up  against.'  Pagan i  recalled. 

'But  1  relaxed  and  realised  the  only  way 
to  stop  him  was  to  anticipate  his  every  move 
and  stick  to  him  like  glue.  It  worked  and  I 
played  two  of  my  best  games.* 

Pagan!  began  his  career  with  Italian  third 
division  club  Andrio  before  migrating  to 
Adelaide  in  1955  and  joining  Juventus. 

Within  six  months  of  his  arrival  he  was 
selected  in  the  Australian  team  to  meet 
Ferencarvos.  For  about  four  years  Pagan i 
was  an  automatic  selection  for  both  the 
national  and  state  teams. 

Pagan i  was  Juventus’  first  player  to  re¬ 
ceive  life  membership,  an  honour  bestowed 
on  him  after  a  14-ycar  career.  He  was  37 
years  old  when  he  hung  up  his  boots  for  the 
last  time  in  1968. 

Pagan!  has  many  vivid  memories  from 
those  years  but  the  period  he  perhaps  re¬ 
members  the  best  was  Juventus'  'golden 
era'  from  1956  to  '59  when  they  won  four 
championships  and  went  unbeaten  for  the 
last  three. 

‘That  team  could  give  today’s  PSL  side 
a  run  for  its  money,*  Fulvio  quipped  with  a 
wide  grin  and  a  wink.

just  how  much  does  the  game  of  football  give  to  its  loyal 
supporters  or,  for  that  matter,  clubs  to  ‘‘socios**,  as  the  Latins  refer 
to  members? 

Unlike  Adelaide,  Sydney  clubs  are  manipulated  by  the  immense  source  of  revenue 
from  poker  machines  and  boards  of  directors  who  dictate  where  the  money  should  be  spent. 

The  Sydney  clubs  are  giants  financially  but  one  gets  the  impression  they  may  be 
selling  their  socios  short  by  not  channelling  back  funds  to  provide  them  with  additional 
facilities  and  incentives  to  renew  membership  anuaily. 

Overseas,  particularly  in  Spain  and  South  America,  the  big  professional  clubs  take 
pride  in  repaying  compliments  to  the  many  socios  who  turn  out  for  each  game  and  under¬ 
take  family  membership. 

A  prime  example  is  Real  Madrid,  perhaps  one  of  finest  clubs  I’ve  ever  seen 
administration-wise. 

Like  Bocca  Juniors  in  South  America,  Real  Madrid  provide  unbelievable  facilities 
for  menrbers  and  their  families.  There's  swimming  pools,  gymnasiums,  tennis  and  squash 
courts. 

Real  Madrid  even  organise  an  end-of-season  match  free  of  charge  to  their  supporters. 
They  fly  In  a  top  club  from  Europe  and  absorb  the  costs  themselves. 

If  we  did  those  sorts  of  things  here,  I  Imagine  there  would  be  thousands  on  the 
waiting  list  wanting  to  join. 

Of  course,  we  have  a  long  way  to  go  but  here  at  Adelaide  City  we  have  ’’socios”  that 
I  undoubtedly  believe  will  take  this  club  to  the  top,  regardless  of  financial  limitations. 

The  difference  between  our  club  and  those  poker-subsidised  ones  in  Sydney  is  that 
we  can  find  alternative  means  of  revenue  resources  and  -  Irrespective  of  their  capacity  within 
the  mechanism  of  administration  -  do  this  in  an  atmosphere  of  super  unity. 

What  this  club  has  achieved  in  such  a  short  period  is  phenomenal  and  our  socios 
should  be  proud  of  what  has  already  been  done  and  what  is  planned  for  the  future. 

I  can’t  say  how  much  I  am  impressed  with  the  way  our  socios  go  about  their  work 
voluntarily,  people  like  Charlie  Horvath  and  Mario  Tadeo  who  sacrificed  their  weekend 
last  week  to  paint  our  dressing  rooms  in  the  club’s  colors.

ITALIAN  SOCCER 

The  big  news  from  Italy  this  week  is  that  the  on-off-on  again  tour  of  Australia 
by  the  crack  First  Division  Club  and  current  league  leader  A.C.  Milan  will  now 
probably  be  going  ahead. 


The  latest  report  (at  least  we  think  it*s  the 
latest)  is  that  the  Marconi  Club  in  Sydney 
has  come  to  the  rescue  to  fill  the  gap  left 
by  the  N.S.W.  Soccer  Federation’s  refusal 
to  stage  a  game  against  Milan.  When  one 
bears  in  mind  that  the  last  major  Italian 
team  to  tour  Australia  was  A.C.  Roma  and 
they  attracted  a  massive  44.000  to  Olympic 
Park  in  Melbourne  and  N.S.W.  has  an  Italian 
population  of  about  300,000.  it  seems  an 
amazing  decision  by  the  N.S.W.  Soccer 
Federation.  We  wUl  include  further  details 
and  hopefully  match  dates  as  they  come  to 
hand.  A  game  in  Adelaide  is  definitely  on 
the  agenda. 

Meanwhile  in  Italy,  it  appears  that  the 
fuss  over  the  proposed  trip  to  Australia  is 
causing  jitters  in  the  A.C.  Milan  camp. 

A.C.  Roma,  the  proud  First  Division 
with  an  impressive  3-0  home  win  in  the 


After  looking  assured  premiers  only  a  few 
weeks  ago,  they  have  hit  an  end  of  season 
slump  with  only  two  draws  from  their  last 
three  outings  and  run  the  risk  of  being 
pipped  to  the  post  for  the  title. 

A  1-0  home  defeat  on  Sunday  at  home 
against  fifth  placed  Napoli  means  that  they 
now  only  have  a  one  game  break  at  the  top 
of  the  table  with  two  matches  to  go  and 
must  secure  another  two  points  to  be  cer¬ 
tain  of  the  title. 

Spare  a  thought  for  second  placed 
Perugia.  They  remain  undefeated  after  24 
rounds  and  could  well  finish  the  season  un¬ 
defeated  and  still  miss  out  on  the  Cham¬ 
pionship.  One  wonders  if  that  has  ever 
happened  before  in  the  First  Division  of  a 
major  soccer  nation.

Because  of  modernisation  of  the  famous  San  Siri  Stadium  in  Milan,  shared  by  both  A.C. 

As  there  are  16,000 
season  ticket  holders  only  34,000  go  on  sale  each  weekend,  fetching  black  market  prices  at 
least  twice  the  face  value. 


Italian  goalkeeper  Dino  Zoff  is  annoyed  when  reporters  harp  about  his  37  years.  I'm  not 
even  the  oldest  goalie  in  the  first  division  he  says.  Albertosi  of  A.C.  Milan  and  IMzzaballa 
of  Atlanta  are  both  older.  When  1  step  down  from  the  Italian  team  I  expect  either  l^iolo 
Conti  of  A.C.  Roma  or  Ivano  Bordon  of  Inter  Milan  to  take  my  place  between  the  posts. 
But  they’ll  have  to  wail  a  while.  Ill  be  in  goal  for  the  1980  European  National  Champion¬ 
ship^

CUP  SHOCK 

In  an  amazing  curnabout,  Adelaide’s  two  Philips  League  clubs  West  Adelaide  and 
Adelaide  Qty  will  meet  in  the  first  round  of  the  Philips  Cup  on  April  25. 

The  Adelaide  clubs  and  their  supporters  were  under  the  impression  that  each  would  be 
seeded  while  the  four  Sute  League  clubs,  including  one  from  Western  Australia, played 
against  each  other. 

This  is  despite  assurances  by  Philips  League  manager  Mr.  John  Frank  last  year  that  the 
draw  for  this  year’s  competition  would  be  revised  so  that  PSL  clubs  would  not  necessarily 
meet  each  other  in  opening  rounds. 

Before  this  Cup  competition  becomes  a  total  farce,  the  Phillips  League  management 
should  seriously  consider  following  the  English  FA’s  system  of  cup  pairings. 

The  weaker  amateur  clubs  arc  paired  against  each  other  in  the  opening  rounds  before 
the  stronger  professional  sides  take  part. 

The  beauty  of  it  all  is  that  the  FA  Cup  is  always  a  random  draw.  Not  only  does  it  make 
the  competition  more  exciting  but  gives  it  a  lot  more  prestige  as  clubs  strive  to  overcome 
the  odds. 

The  Philips  Cup  should  not  deteriorate  to  the  stage  where  rules  are  bent  to  please  State 
clubs  who  cry  “unfair”.
